ty be a Mafterihip of Bravery and Con- 
duct, and as happily perform’d, as gallant- 
undertaken. : 

This Expedition has very much chang’d 
the Eace of Affairs on that Side; andthe 
French, who before infulted the Duke at the 
Gates.of Verceil, are oblig’d to quit their 
Winter-Quarters in the Duke’s Dominions, 
and give the Germans leave to take up 
fisits'in the Momferix and Milanefe , and 
toraile Contribution within three Leagues 
of.the City of Milan. 

Nor is this the only Effeét of this fure 
prizing Action; for we find the Srei/s Can- 
tous much eaiier to be treated with for 
raiting Affiftance for the Duke of Savey, 
and we find them treating with the Freach, 
concerning the Neutrality of Savcy and 
Chablais, in Terms much differing from the 
Language they us’d before. So certainly 
{hall People and States, as well as private 
Men, have more Friends in their profpe- 
wus Circumftances, than they had before.

St cannot be pals’d over without Obfer- 
vation, and fome Regret, at the Emperor’s 
prefent Misfortune ; who, If he were 
but in a Condition to fupply his Army on 
the Seccoia with toogo Men, has the fair- 
eft_Opportunity to Diftrefs the Duke de 
Vendofme on that fide, that has ever been 
offer'd him this War, or perhaps that may 
ever come in his way again. For the Frezch, 
who have now Count Starembergh, and the 
Dake of Savoy in their Reer, and.who have 
thereby been forc’d-to face. about to Fro- 


tet the Milaneze, would foon, by fuch a a. 


Power, be obliged to Divide their Army, 
or quit all they Poffefs in the Countries of 
Modena, Mantua, Parmaand Cremona. 

We have now taken a Circumference 


round the Invincible Frontiers of France, 


and given the World a fhort View of their 
formidable Power.
